Text) On 28 and 29 April last, the majority of the chiefs of state aad 
heads of government on this continent met together for the first time in 
the history of the OAU to undertake an analysis of the economic «‘tuation 
in Africa. They occupied seats in the center of the imposing ©ai © 1 
Theater of Nigeria, in its U-shaped assembly hall, in that m=» popuiist 
\'rican country, recognized as one of the most powerful econo! *llv More 
(han @ mere presidential gathering characterized by the usual iv.malities 
of protocol, this was a summit meeting of exceptional importance, finally 
mocking in practice the urgent, essential and unpostponeable awakening of 
the continent in the search for its economic liberation. 


\nd the first conclusion to be reached is this liberation, as 

President Jose Eduardo dos Santos said, is inextricably linked with the 
preservation of the political independence of each country, and in the long 
run, the African Common Market--the future tool for combating the old re- 
lations of blackmail and dependence imposed on the African countries by 

the capitalist powers--will be called upon to implement it. 


The dedication invested in the summit meeting by all of the chiefs of state 
ind heads of government participating is the result of the serious and 
disastrous economic heritage left to our countries by the colonial and 
imperialist powers, leading to a high level of dependence, underdevelopment 
and backwardness in which the majority «€ our economies are plunged today. 


‘nee our countries are not in the process of development as certain 
ird World" theories would have it thought, the preser.t situation shows 
‘hat 20 years after the advent of the first independent African nations, 
» majority of the economies on the continent continue to reveal an extro- 
verted nature, profoundly lacking in coordination and focused on the 
periphery as a function of the interests of multi-national groups.

in feet, we ust sot forget that for a long time--and tunis situation has 
wot yet been corrected today=-the African continent was plunged in a 
valluetaatory ‘ream fed by the few crumbs provided by the colonialists, 
meking certain politictane lacking in imagination and with a marked pro- 
peneity for slavery beliewe that some kind of — emancipation wae 
lominent. it eufflees moreover to note that if on the one hand some 
colonteing powers were obliged to abandon thie continent by way of arm, 
the majority of thea, on the other hand, only did eo after joining together 
aod imposing commitments of an eminently neocolonial nature to guarantee 
their intereste. 








The definition and the eetablishment of a new strategy of African develop- 
wont will eet produce ite frutte thanks to some divine gesture of goodwill 
® Oe part of the great capital powers. The battle will be long and 
‘rououe between Chose who are interested in establishing a new economic 
der aod those who will persist io trying to establish relations of sub- 
eleeton and dependence. In fact, it must not be forgotten that these 
forces will do everything te cancel out the dynamism the African countries 
© eeeking to ‘apose on their economies now, through the gost skillful 
maneuvete designed to continue to safeguard their business deals. 





The vigtlerce and uprightnese of African diplomacy gust remain very active 
end ailve. But thie alome will wot suffice. The problem aleo requires «4 
-owerful supplement of political effort, which the common will now expressed 
in Lagos should superimpose upon the petty interests of groups.

MOCAMBLOUL=SEYCHELLES OCOOPERATION®=Mathew Servine, Minister of Transporta- 
tion and Tourism of the Republic of Seychelles, who had made an official 
visit to Mozambique, returned to his country yesterday. As a result of 
that visit, Alcantara Santos, Minister of Ports and Surface Transportation 
of the RPM [People's Republic of Mozambique), and the Seychelles govern- 
ment official signed a joint memorandum calling for cooperation between 
the two countries in the sectors of shipping, tourism, and the fight 
against maritime pollution. During his stay in Mozambique, Mathew Servina 
established various official contacts on the ministerial level; important 
decisions were made to strengthen cooperation between the two countries 4s 
pert of a complementary regional system. Maritime links between the two 
countries will be stepped up in accordance with the conversation held. it 
was decided to hold a meeting between delegations of shipping experts who 
will also be joined by representatives of the civil aviation, traffic, and 
commerce sectors. Tourist exchange will aiso be developed with @ view to 
facilitating the mutual familiarization among the peoples of Mozambique 
and the Seychelles. As part of this approach, an invitation was extended 
to the RPM to attend a seminar on tourism to be held this year in the 
Seychelles and to be attended also by other countries in this African 
region.

MOZAMBIQUE-SWAZILAND COOPERATION--Conversations on the level of the delega- 
tions of the Central Bank of Swaziland and the Bank of Mozambique, headed 
by the vice governors of both banks, respectively, Principe P. Diamine and 
Prakash Ratilal, began yesterday in the country's capital.

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REINTEGRATION OF RETURNEES INTO SOCLETY PRESENTS DIFFICULTIES

cerning our reconstruction, 


Colontaliem in Angola, as everywhere elee, caused a large emigration of the 
Angolan population, 


Now, with independence won, those who were separated from their fathers and 
mothers, and sisters and brothers, are returning to the country. Some have 
found their relatives again, and others have not; but they are returning to 
the society which is theirs. The reintegration is obviously not easy. 


Although the flow of migration was more marked after 1961, owing to 2 Febru- 
ary, we know that long before that the population was already leaving our 
country to settle in the countries neighboring Angola; and its return poses 
different problems, ranging from language to customs, which have changed 
among many fellow countrymen. Many have still not stopped speaking their 
original dialect; but the same does not hold true for the official language, 
which wae French for some and English for others. 


he custome and habits of some have changed considerably. 


For example, the Angolan women who emigrated to Zaire chose to wear cloths, 
and now refuse to wear dresses, skirts and shoes. Independence brought about 
a sudden clash of these customs and habits; and, considering the number of 
refugees which Zaire housed, it may be said that the greatest clash is be- 
tween the Angolan and Zairean cultures. 


in Luanda, this clash has sometimes been manifested in a regrettable manner. 


in fact, the returnee coming from Zaire is often treated as a Zairean by his 
fellow countrymen. The latter do not help the returnees to become reintegrat- 
ed into Angolan society. 











in public places one seldom sees returnees and non-returnees fraterniszing 
together, They form sevarate groupe of returnees and nonreturnees, 


The returnees, for their part, sometimes show no desire to associ*te, and 
prefer cto form a kind of foreign community, without attempting to coexiet 
with the fonreturnees, whom they call, or treat as “sungura", They prefer 
to epeak “Lingala” in order to conceal what they are saying from those who 

do got speak it; and they do not try to learn to speak good Portuguese, which 
ie the official language in the country. 


These attitudes on the part of Uoth the returnees and the non-returnees are 
not in keeping with our aspiration for national unity. They are more common 
among the young people in both categories, and they must eliminate this si- 
tuation because, since they will be the future leaders of the nation, they 
must reaitve that the imperialists take advantage of division to dominate 
peoples.

‘text|] Comrade Jose Eduardo dos Santos, president of the MPLA-Labor Party 
and the People's Republic of Angola, participated as chief of state for the 
firet time in the economic summit meeting of the OAU held in Lagos, the 
capital of the Federal Republic of Nigeria. 


During the proceedings, the Angolan chief of state spoke, giving 4 major 
analytical address on the economic situation of our continent, the full text 
of which follows. 


"Mr President of the Federal Republic of Nigeria; 
Distinguished chiefs of state and members of delegations; 
Ladies and gentlemen: 


it is with justified satisfaction and happiness that we find ourselves here 
representing the People's Republic of Angola, and we bring you the warmest 
wishes of the Angolan people for the success of this most important con- 
ference. It is a satisfaction, Mr President, to find ourselves in this 
great country, the fatherland of Murtala Mohamed, a nation which each 
Angolan cherishes in his heart, because at a critical time in our history 
it stood firm beside us to slow the South African war machine seeking to 
destroy us. It is a joy, Mr President, to be able to participate in this 
important event for Africa and to be able to make our modest contribution 
te the search for solutions to the serious problems which face us, and for 
some of which we have a difficult time envisaging a happy outcome. Allow 
~ then to take this opportunity to thank His Excellency President Shagari 
4 the people of Nigeria for the warm welcome and fraternal hospitality 
feced to us. I would also like toexpress, on behalf of the MPLA-Labor 
Party, the government and the people of Angola, as well as personally, ay 
great satisfaction due to the presence at this august assembly of the 
various delegations from the young independent and sovereign state of 
Zimbabwe. The Angolan people rejoice at the undeniable victory of the 
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courageous combatants in Zimbabwe, because they are aware that a free and 
independent Zimbabwe represents yet another valuable pillar in the struggle 
for peace, tor progress, and for the liberation of the African peoples. 


Me President, a epecial party congress will take place in my country this 
year to discuss economic problems with a view to adopting a strategy for 
development for the decade we are beginning. Also during this year we are 
taking decisive steps along the path toward the establishment of the people's 
regime, through preparations for the establishment of the people's assembly, 
in a process in which all the Angolan people are participating actively. 

The economic development of Angola will develop through the activity of the 
working masees, euch that we cannot fail to link the resolution of the 
economic problems with the installation of the working people in power. 





lt is with satisfaction that we see that the governments of the African 
countries are motivated to overcome the immense and serious economic 
problems which we will face in the coming decade, which opens the doors to 
joint effort, to cooperation and mutual aid. And the meeting of the 
highest officials of the majority of the African countries here should be 
evaluated in terms of ite true dimensions. It is not a routine gathering, 
but an expression of the seriousness of the world economic situation and 
that in Airica, the awareness of the need for cooperation in order to face 
up to the situation on our continent, the recognition of the poor results 
ichieved in the establishment of a new just and equitable economic order. 


Mr President, economic Liberation is inextricably linked with the min- 
tenance of the political independence of the African nations, the 
maintenance of peace in Africa and in the world and our own survival, 

making it urgent today to make a prompt and united response to the challenge 
ro our political maturity, and it is an historic duty to face up to it 

with optimism and realism. 





On the other hand, economic cooperation comes within the struggle for 
atrict reepect of the national independence and liberation of the African 
peoples, and at this time, wheu the free nations of Africa are jointly 
seeking the paths of their economic liberation, it is well to remind the 
\frican peoples that they are still subject to domination and oppression, 
and keeping access to our support open for the peoples of Namibia, the 
eestern Sahara and South Africa. 


“r President and Your Excellency: The clash of opinions in the community 

‘ nations about the economic problems facing humanity has not produced 
encouraging results up to the present time, as demonstrated by the recent 
negotiations and meetings at the Fifth UNCTAD Conference, the third meeting 
of the UNIDO [United Nations Industrial Development Organization], the 
‘iscussions in Tokyo, and eve: the Lome Convention negotiations. However, 
they have been very rich in lessons for us. The underdeveloped countries 
lemonstrated, despite their great political, ideological, economic, 
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cultural and geographic diversity, that what characterizes them is their 
ability to establish joint platforms for action on the level of inter- 
national economic policy. 


On the other hand, the developed capitalist countries cannot conceal the 
fact that any alteration in the present system of international economic 
relations affecting their positions of domination is unacceptable to then. 
Despite the great achievements made in the destruction of the world 
political order, with the winning of political independence by almost all 
the countries in Africa, Asia and Latin America, the path leading to 
economic independence has not been nor will it be covered so rapidly. The 
breton Woods “order” had ite political counterpart in the “order of the 
whip and colonial servitude." The former has been liquidated by the 
struggles of the peoples, and the latter continues to be ever more intensive, 
in its function of making the rich ever richer and the poor ever poorer. 

\s the documents of this conference confirm, and as our situation demon- 
strates, the levers of world economic power are in the hands of a minority 
of developed courtries which, because of their dominant position, determine 
the distribution of world wealth as a function of a hierarchy of needs 
which takes only their interests into account. 


The feeble negotiating power evidenced by the underdeveloped countries, 
minly due to their mutual isolation, has facilitated the unprincipled and 
predatory policy of the imperialist countries, and despite the differences 
among the underdeveloped countries, we believe that these should not lead 

us to reject joint and concerted action, because what unites us is much 
stronger than what separates us. In this contest, we think it is dangerous 
for Africa to develop a strategy of division within the Group of 77, because 
we are the weakest link in the feeble chain made up by the underdeveloped 
group of nations. We think in fact that because of this, priority should be 
given to us. 


Within the context of the underdeveloped world, the African nations un- 
fortunately occupy a specific economic position. This is witnessed by the 
facts set forth and broadly analyzed in the reports of the secretariats 

of the OAU and the ECA [Economic Commission for Africa] illustrating, among 
other situations, the fact that our countries have the lowest indices of 
yield, the highest indices of illiteracy and malnutrition, the lowest 
percentage of skilled manpower, that we are the most dependent on foreign 
investments and markets, the least industrialized, all of which makes us 
the main victims of the unequal exchange and international pillaging. These 
are situations caused by the fact that we have been the last to win politi- 
cal independence, those who have suffered under imperialist and colonial 
destruction and plundering for the longest time and most harshly. Thus 

the figures set forth by the secretariat of the OAU themselves stripped any 
scientific value from the concept of “countries in the process of develop- 
ment." We are more accurately “underdeveloped and dependent countries." 
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Thie forces us to orient ourselves definitely toward inter-African 
cooperation, moving toward economic integration on various levels and 
without haste, but beginning with sub-regional bases, or we run the risk 
of becoming the victims of asymmetrical relations as we intensify our 
economic ties with the moderately industrialized countries on other con- 
tinentea,. 


the Organization of African Unity, the Economic Commission for Africa, and 
each government bear heavy and differing responsibilities in this process, 
which they will without a doubt assume. In particular, the secretaricts of 
the OAU and the ECA should, in my view, make deeper studies of the theory 
and strategy of development in Africa. 


This task appears to me to be urgent, given the need to combat the oppor- 
tuntistie theses on international economic relations set forth for the main 
purpose of sowing division among us. And it is symptomatic when some under- 
developed countries subscribe to the thesis according to which the cause 

of the current world economic crisis is the nominal rise in oil prices. 
However, although ofl is blamed for all evils, when it comes to applying 

the financial “surpluses” of some oil exporters, theses are drafted about 
advantages and a so-called European-Arab-African cooperation, which lends 
itself to the use of the resources of underdeveloped countries to exploit 
other underdeveloped countries. 


The basic problem is that controlling the market for our raw materials, 
javing a monopoly on the production of manufactured and equipment goods and 
4 monopoly on capital and services, the developed capitalist countries can 
establish, in their sole interest, both the prices of raw materials and 
those of the equipment and services they supply to us. For the first time 
in the history of our countries, a group of oil-producing countries has 
broken a link in this chain of exploitation, imposing and dominating the 
control of the price of a raw material. As is natural, this action cannot 
be welcomed by the developed countries, and the whole strategy of the action 
of these countries is in the direction of destroying or isolating the OPEC. 
Within this context, we regard the OPEC as an organization as an example to 
ve followed in the defense of the interests of other raw materials and 
ther countries which produce then. 


iy President, the “plan of action with a view to implementing the Monrovia 
strategy” which has been submitted to us represents an acceptable basis for 
the orientation of ‘nte:-African economic cooperation, such that I voice 

ve agreement to che plan of the People's Republic of Angola and the readi- 
ness of my government to participate actively in the various stages of its 
implementation. 


» placing the linking of agriculture and industry a: the heart of its 
conomic strategy, within the framework of a policy of collective self- 
sufficiency, mainly in food, the plan offers answers to the problems 
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afflicting and threatening the future of the working masses of Africa, 
atruggling today againet hunger, poverty, nakedness, disease and ignorance, 
Since it is a long-term plan, with structural repercussions on the inter- 
national relations which are currently strangling our efforts, it is 
important for us to define each stage of ite implementation correctly and 
realistically. 


The integration of our economies requires that each nation take steps 
orlented in the direction of changing the economic structures imposed by 
imperialism and the organization of their respective national economies, as 
a funetion of the resolution of the problems of their respective peoples. 
The complex and many-faceted process of economic integration is not in 
conflict with, but rather presupposes, domestic control of the resources of 
each country and a struggle for true economic independence. For only thus 
can we cortribute to making cooperation serve our peoples and to avoiding 
{ts development on the basis of inequalities which distort our own goals. 


‘hese taske are perfectly within our reach and in order to prepare for and 
dynamize them, a desirable relationship between the secretariats of the OAU 
and the ECA, as well as the other United Nations bodies, is necessary, for 
which reason I appeal to the chiefs of state and the African governments 

to give these international bodies all possible support, in the service of 
African economic cooperation. 


“r President, Your Excellency: In my opinion all of the actions proposed 
and agreed to by this assembly cannot be isolated from the world context 

of struggle by the underdeveloped countries for a new international economic 
order. 


fherefore, speaking for the People's Republic of Angola, I believe that 
despite the reasons for dissatisfaction set forth at recent conferences with 
regard to the cooperative attitude of other countries in the world, the 
activities of the African countries shou.d also be coordinated with those 

of the nonalined movement, to which we al’ belong, serving within it as a 
motive force for specific actions on a global scale. 


(| would like to conclude my remarks by expressing my heartfelt chanks to all 
those who, in addition to the government of the Federal Republic of Nigeria, 
made this summit meeting possible through their unselfish efforts on the 
various levels. 


in particular, I want to express my gratitude to all of the technicians of 
the international bodies and from the various countries who planted the seeds 
of our basic similarity of viewpoints, making special mention of the illus- 
trious secretaries general of the OAU and the FCA, whose reports | value 
highly.

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KWANZA-SUL COMMISSLONER LNTERVIEWED ON PROVINCE CONDITIONS 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 27 Apr 60 pp 1, 10 


[Report on interview with Armando Dembo, Kwanza-Sul province commissioner, 
in the municipality of Ndui by Eugenio Diogo: “Disorganization Was Im- 
peding Development in Province’; date not given) 


{[Excerpte] Our trip to Kwanga-Sul province, about 500 kilometers from 
Luanda, took about 9 hours, 


with @ population estimated at about 600,000, Kwanga-Sul province is bounded 
on the north and weet by the provinces of Malanje and Kwanza-Norte, on the 
south by Benguela and Huambo and on the southeast by Bie. 


The municipality of Ndui is located 54 kilometers from the capital of 
Kwanta-Sul. That is where a JORNAL DE ANGOLA team of reporters from that 
province had the opportunity of interviewing the province commissioner, 
Comrade Armando Dembo, member of the MPLA-Labor Party Central Committee. 


The outcome of the dialog was as follows: 


we are facing 4 etrong, elderly man with gray hair. His bearing reflects 
the experience of many years in the armed struggle and political work 
against colonialism and puppets in the pay of inperialisa. 


\ppointed recently to the position of Kwanza-Sul province commissioner, 
Comrade Armando Dembo spoke to us first about the situation in which he 
found the province. 


"| was transferred here a few months ago and have not yet been able to get 
abreast of all the problems the province faces. Even so, I will be able 
to give you some idea about the current situation in Kwanga-Sul. When we 
arrived, we found a number of problems, the major one being lack of organi- 
ration and unity of ideas. Delegates did not try to understand each other. 
There was no unity, no spirit of mutual assistance, and our first concern 
“a8 to motivate provincial delegates to work together." 
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At that poloat we interrupted our speaker to ask him to explain to ue what 
he meant by “mutual aseletance.” After a pause, he replied: 


"This te what we mean by ‘mutual assistance’; the delegate of the Fisher~- 
ies Mintetry should know the concerns of the Agriculture delegate, who in 
turn should know those of the Domestic Trade delegate; know what is going 
on in the Health Minietry, and eo forth. That kind of attitude didn't 
exiet before. After a lot of work we managed to succeed, We have achieved 
unity among the delegates and other officials. Today the delegate of the 
Conetruction Ministry te aware of the Agriculture Ministry's problems. 
Thus, one of our major difficulties has been overcome." 


We then asked him what other difficulties they faced, to which Comrade 
Armando Dembo promptly replied that "it was the lack of sheet -meta! to 
cover some of the peasants’ houses in the countryside and aleo the lack of 
bricke for their being able to build their own houses if they wished, so 
long as they complied with laws governing civil construction." 


A Province Rich in Agriculture 


The agricultural sector has special importance in Kwanga-Sul province. Its 
potential in thie field, although still poorly utilized, pute it in the 
privileged position of having surplus crops in some products, such as cof- 
fee, cotton, sunflowers, manioc and corn. Although coffee is the major 
resource of Kwanga-Sul, the peasants who raise thie crop still face serious 
dttticulttes, 


The top province official then explained this serious situation to us, as- 
serting: 


"When | arrived here the people were not eager to produce coffee." 
And why did that situation exist? 


"The peasants were not to blame for this situation, but rather the ENCAFE 
[National Coffee Company]. This company received coffee from the people 
but did not pay for it. They took it away without even weighing it in 
their presence. The people thought there was no longer any point in 
planting coffee and adopted a slash-and-burn system. ENCAFE, furthermore, 
had not yet paid for the 1977 and 1978 coffee crops. But as soon as we 
arrived and found out what was going on, we were determinded to resolve 
this situation. And we did, The 1977 and 1978 coffee crops have been 
paid for. The sunflower and peanut crops of those 2 years have also been 
paid for. After paying all the overdue bills we had a meeting and decided 
that no one in this province may receive crops from the peasants (mainly 
coffee) without paying them for it. For better organization, we formed a 
brigade for purchasing crops from the peasants. If we had not taken these 
steps, the province of Kwanza-Sul would no longer be one of the major 
coffee producers."

Another aepect of agriculture stressed by the chief province official is in 
regard to harvesting the African palm, from which palm oil ie extracted, 

Ae @ leading producer of this product, the province faces serious difficul- 
tiles, che major one being @ shortage of ladders and barrels. There used 
to be about 4,000 ladders, mainly in CADA [Angolan Agricultural Company], 
Maricont and ENCAFE, There are now hardly any ladders in the province be- 
cause, at @ time when there is work for everyone, the peasants prefer to 
devote themselves to other types of agricultural activity. 





Livestock, however, has not developed much in this province, due to the 
water shortage. And Comrade Armando Dembo explains to us the problem faced 
by this sector of activity: 


"In areas where there are good pastures we don't have water. The situation 
worsened especially last year because of insufficient rainfall. The same 
problem exists this year, because cattle are still dying from thirst. This 
problem affects not only the municipality of Ngunza, but also Amboim. The 
Construction and Housing Ministry provincial office has been asked to con- 
struct 4 project to draw water from the Cubal River, but it has not taken 
any action yet." 


Shortage of Physicians in Province 


While we were asking our next question, we were being served hot coffee, as 
4 sample of the specialty of the house... And our next question was related 
to the problem of health, The province commissioner had little to tell us 
about that, saying: 


"Thie is another of the problems we faced, There were two Angolan physi- 
clans ‘no the province capital, but one of them was transferred from CADA 
to Luanda, leaving us with only one, But we are not going to cease this 
sctivity due to a shortage of physicians." 


Later he said: “In regard to education, I think the teacher shortage af- 
fects the whole country, from Cabinda to the Cunene. For various reasons, 

many sovernment workers do not want to work in the municipalities and the 
omaunes. But, despite everything, in our municipalities we have suffi- 
ient teachers cto hold classes,’ 





And, in a confident and optimistic tone of voice, Comrade Armando Dembo 
told us that “after the meeting we had with the education minister, I think 
this problem will be overcome by arrival of teachers who will later be sent 
to the commimes.” 


The return of Angolans who had been hicing in the woods for a long time is 
i1iso affecting the province, The province commissioner reported to us that 
in the municipality of Mussende 10,000 persons recently came out of hiding. 


"As you comrades know, they were starving there and we do not right now have 
caough food to supply them, To send them to Luanda would not be the best 
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selution for the problem, We are making every effort to overcome this 
serious problem, because it ie necessary to create the conditions for them 
to be soctally and economically reintegrated, working ae Angolans to help 
rebuild their country." 


Shortage of Fishing Boats 


The sea along the Kwanzsa-Sul coastline is very abundant in fish, shellfich 
and many other species, But these commodities are scarce even in the 
province itself, Why? And Comrade Armando Dembo explains the situation to 
us, asserting that "this problem depends upon the National Directorate of 
Fishing Products, The fishermen are willing, but they have neither nets 

nor boats. How can there be good fishing?" This phrase needs no coment. 
We only add that, with proper support from the National Fishing Directorate, 
the province would take the place it deserves in the fishing field. 


Bach Official An Activist 


Party work in Kwanza-Sul province advances satisfactorily. The big task of 
motiveting political activists now covers various communes of the province. 
Previously, Kwanza-Sul had areas where work was very sporadic. Today the 
highest officials of the province arrive there not only to learn about 
local problems but also to install party structures, It is important now

in commemorating 1 May 1980, we must constantly bear in mind the great and 
clortous tasks planned for this year--holding the First Special Congress

The First Special Congress of our young party takes on great importance, 

espectally because it will mainly consider economic issues, analyzing the 
extent to which directives of the First Congress have been fulfilled and 

cetting new goals .o create the material and technical foundations of peo-

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Moreover, the first steps that will be taken to create some agencies of the 
people's power, including the People's Assembly as the supreme agency, rep- 
resent another effective contribution to enable state power to be exercised 
by the workers and peasants, within the framework of national unity.

Labor Unions Are Mass Organizations 


May Day commemorations should Likewise be used for our continuing efforts 
to develop organization of the UNTA [National Union of Angolan Workers] and 
the Labor unions. 


The industrial unions formally proclaimed 1 year ago, although still having 
some .\ortcomings, have been contributing to raising the workers’ political 
and technical level and to overcoming some difficulties related to produc- 
tion and productivity. 


Labor unions are mass organizations that serve to carry the party's politi- 
cal line to all workers, raising the level of their conscious participation 
in constructing the new society. 


Party directives, as a guiding force of society, must be followed by union 
leaders in carrying out their primary tasks, without intervening in activi- 
ties assigned to other structures. 


Particularly, the confusion of responsibilities among party organizations, 
labor-union structures and administrative management in various workplaces 
that arise now and then must be eliminated, Interference in each other's 
activities can lead only to weakening political and labor-union work, break- 
down of authority and lack of discipline, factors that jeopardize fulfill- 
ment of the economic unit's production plans and, in the last analysis, 

the whole economic structure of society. 
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We must likewise always bear in mind that defense of the workers' interests 
iv to be conducted within the framework of defending the party's political 
line and the nation's higher interests, The legitimate principle of de- 
fending the workers’ interests cannot be applied in a mechanical and in- 
appropriate manner, which in some cases has led to persuading workers to 
discredit their own class, as do the insubordinate, delinquent, saboteurs 
and others, 


Structures of the party and of the labor unions thus have important and 
well-defined tasks to accomplish in mobilizing, educating and communicating 
with workers; contributing to increasing production and discipline; fur- 
thering literacy; and struggling against bureaucracy, negligence and sabo- 
tage, We must bear in mind, however, that active participation by the 
workers in managing economic units should be done in an organized way ac- 
cording to provisions of Law No 17/77, 


Considerations About Aspects of Economic Development 


International Labor Day, which will be suitably observed in our nation, 
should lead us to reconsider the most important aspects of our economic 
and social development. 


[In thinking profoundly and critically about the total experience we have 
had thus far in applying the directives for economic and social development 
approved by the First Congress, we must draw from it the most effective and 
expeditious methods of operation if we are to advance in solving ‘the many 
problems still facing us at various levels, The MPLA-Labor Party Political 
Bureau reaffirms that raising our people's living standards and increasing 
their happiness and welfare are achievements that the revolution must make 
day after day, through advances in increasing production of material goods, 
productivity, strengthening organization of economic units and services and 
increasing discipline. If we do not pay maximum attention to organization 
and development of the economic sector we will be jeopardizing the gains 
already achieved and compromising the goal to which we aspire: people's 
democracy and socialism, 


Thus, despite the effort the nation has been making to organize and develop 
he farming and livestock sector, which is the basic sector of our economic 
levelopment, production levels have not yet been reached that can minimally 
assure provision of basic foodstuffs for our population and raw materials 
for our food industries, Farming and livestock production levels continue 
co be low in relation to needs, requiring much sacrifice in spending for- 
eign exchange to buy foodstuffs abroad. And these purchases necessarily 
reduce our capacity to buy the equipment that could increase production in 
agriculture itself as well as in other economic sectors. 


It thus becomes decisive for advance and consolidation of our revolution 
that we rapidly increase agricultural production in compliance with the 
guidelines of the First Congress and other directives of the party's higher 
echelons, in order to attain in the short run production levels that meet 
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the consumption needs of the popular masses and contribute to the nation's 
self-sufficiency in foodstuffs, 


To this end, the agricultural sector must redouble its efforts to improve 
ite organization and make more rational use of its technical capacities, 
giving first priority to increasing production of cereals (corn, rice), 
beans, manioc and vegetable oils (sunflower, palm ofl). In the realm of 
livestock production, priority must be given to developing poultry~- and 
hog-raising as activities that can contribute in ‘the short run to meeting 
the people's needs for meat, 


Repopulation of the nation's livestock must thus be one of our major concerns, 


Various products for export and for domestic industry also deserve special 
attention from the agricultural sector, Coffee production will be one of 
these priorities, and efforts must be channeled toward increasing its pro- 
duction, as it is an important source of foreign exchange. Likewise, cot- 
ton must in the short run attain the levels needed for reliable supply of 
domestic industry. 





Support to peasants merits constant attention, especially from government 
agencies, seeking as a first priority to solve in the short run the two 
fundamental problems of the countryside which represent at this time the 
best channel for the worker-peasant alliance: marketing their surplus 
crops and providing them with essential goods and means of production 
(tools, seeds, fertilizer), viewing such supplies simultaneously as a way 
to meet the needs of the broad peasant masses and as a material incentive 
to increase production by this sector of the population. Meanwhile, the 
appropriate government agencies must strengthen their efforts to solve 
other problems linked to improvement of rural living conditions, such as 
health assistance, education and water supply. 


in regard to moving merchandise and goods between town and country and their 
distribution for consumption, an extensive campaign must be launched to 
combat speculation and monopoly. 


Hence, the Political Bureau instructs party and government agencies to ex- 
ercise strict control over movement and distribution of goods and urges 
party members and workers in general to exercise vigilance and combat 
speculators and monopolists, 


[n the fishing sector, likewise, it is necessary to increase the size of 
the catch in order to meet the people's needs, For this purpose the capa- 
city of the national fleet and its infrastructure must be increased rapidly 
and the fishing industry developed, invigorating it by giving first priority 
to the products most widely consumed in Angola, 


[In the industrial sector, the causes for installed capacity not being fully 
utilized and planned production goals not being met must be faced squarely 
and promptly, stressing normalization of raw materials and other supplies, 
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maintenance of equipment, efficient organization of production unites, 
discipline in work places, and so forth, 


It is also necessary to combat the practice of pilfering that occurs in 
production units, although this combat should be included within the over- 
all framework of solving other problems, such as application of the new 
wage scale and satisfaction of the workers' immediate needs for essential 
consumption goods, 


Priority of the most important sectors, moreover, must always be kept in 
mind to avoid diverting our attention to less important sectors and neg- 
lecting those that have fundamental impact on the nation's economic devel- 
opment and satisfaction of the people's basic needs. This correct ordering 
of priorities is accomplished by rigorous compliance with centralized plan- 
ning of the economy, 


in regard to transportation, which has repercussions on the rest of the 
economy and particularly on agriculture, industry and trade, the existing 
fleet of vehicles must be fully utilized in order to fulfill the estab- 
lished plans for transporting merchandise, making timely arrangements for 
all matters associated with maintaining the means of transportation. The 
necessary measures must also be taken to prevent unwarranted operation in 
urban centers and on highways of heavy vehicles for purposes other than 
carrying freight, as it is also necessary to punish severely those who 
sabotage and destroy the means of transportation. 


Special attention must be given to air transportation, and the various or- 
ganizations involved in this activity should redouble their efforts for 
better organization and utilization of existing capacity. 


In construction and housing, beyond the need for prompt fulfillment of es- 
tablished plans, it is urgent to establish conditions for the practice of 
self-construction as a response to the urgent needs for housing, especially 
in the countryside. 


jesides the issues raised above regarding some of the sectors most impor- 
tant for our economic and social development, there are also other problems 
common to all of them, to which the Political Bureau calls the attention 

( its members, leaders and workers in general. 


'n the first place, training of politically, ideologically and technically 
‘ompetent cadres continues to be a constant need; in fact, the economic 
independence of our nation depends necessarily upon training of domestic 
cadres for the various sectors, Attention must likewise be paid to selec- 
tion and placement of cadres, so that those we now have are not under- 
utLlized, 


Imperative to Appiy Law No 17/77 


in struggling for a more rational utilization of existing operating capac- 
ity, we must also asure the economic feasibility of the various production 
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waite. in thie fleld tt te necessary to apply all the principles estab- 
iiehed in Law Wo 17/77, 


Ae our party hae often mentioned, building the new society we are construct- 
ing te an overall and complex process involving various factors, And, in 

a revolutlonary process, the trancitional phase is the most crucial~-either 
we create the political, economic and social conditions for the revolution 
to advance, #0 we can later enjoy happiness, well-being and progress, or 

we endanger the difficult and important victories already achieved by per- 
witting creation and consolidation in our midst of factors that impede and 
dtesolve the revolutionary process,

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IMPORTANT FAILURES DUE TO POOR PLANNING

[Excerpts] One of the major problems noted by Comrade Jose Pegado Sobrinho, 
director of IMPORTANG [Government Import Bureau of Angola] is the failure 
of various companies and national agencies to plan their imports. For 
example, the only import requests that have been placed to date are those 

of the ministries of domestic trade, industry and education. The others 
will reach IMPORTANG, one by one, throughout the year, certainly, and they 
will be marked urgent! 


According to statistics and a study conducted by the Foreign Trade Ministry, 
it takes 3 and 1/2 months, on the average, from the time the import is 
requested and the merchandise arrives in Porto. Moreover, all orders 
should be placed during the last quarter of each fiscal year, as a means 

to permit the planning of imports. This has not been done, and to some 
extent this has caused our importation to be disorganized. 


“One of the consequences," added the IMPORTANG director, “is that the 
import lorders| frequently pile up during certain periods of the year. 

lo avoid delays and other risks, we deal only with suppliers whose prestige 
is internationally known. This is the case with grains, oils and dairy 
products, chemicals, textiles and machinery. We only do business with 
internationally recognized manufacturers, large firms with great financial] 
capacity, because they are the only ones that enable us to insure that 

the products will arrive on schedule. 


it should be noted that IMPORTANG is short of personnel with experience in 
international trade and operations. It has 285 employees, 59 percent of 
whom are under 26. Many of these are students of the Faculty of Economics 
or intermediate institutions. Thus, it is also a matter of training 
increasing numbers of cadres qualified to work in this complex (and 
financially risky) area of importation.

PROBLEMS THREATEN PRODUCTION OF BLANKET FACTORY 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 1 May 80 p 4 


[Excerpts] Located in the northern industrial zone, just a few kilometers 
from the city of Luanda, the FACOBANG is a factory unit engaged exclusively 
in producing one item of first necessity for the Angolan people--blankets. 


The government intervened in this factory at the end of 1977 and its 
production levels, although still far from the productive results in 1973, 
due to a series of factors such as the lack of skilled technicians and in- 
adequate capacity to maintain the industrial equipment, has increased 
gradually in terms of productivity. 


Although the factory officials are now prepared to maintain the same pro- 
duction rate throughout this year, the truth is that fulfillment of this 

desire is threatened by the lag seen in the delivery of the imported raw 

materials essential to the production of the blankets. 


[t should be made clear that the two basic materials used in this plant are 
cotton and acrylic fiber. The former poses no problem because it is a 
product amply produced in Angola. But the acrylic fiber must come from 
abroad, and the shipments have not been arriving on schedule, such that 
currently the FACOBANG is operating with a reserve obtained as a loan from 
the SATEC [Technical Aid and Cooperation Company], which will only suffice 
for production work until the middle of the year at the latest. Thus 

there is a likelihood that the plant will have to shut down for lack of 

row materials, and its director, Comrade Elisio Silvestre, is worried. 


“During 1980," the director of the FACOBANG told us, “we have no possibility 
of exceeding the established plan, because we have equipment breakdowns 

and lack parts making the operation of the machines impossible. We have 
even encountered situations with which our mechanics cannot deal. 


“And it is not only equipment problems. We also need skilled technicians 


for the various specialties in this sector of activity. At present we have 
one foreign technician, of Portuguese nationality, who prepares textiles, 
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but we need yet another who can see to the maintenance of the machines in 
order to deal with the difficulties experienced currently. It was on this 
basis, moreover, that we made contact in Portugal and Spain with a view to 
hiring a foreign technician for heavy fiber spinning and another for 
medium fiber. The arrival of these technicians will help us considerably 
to improve our limited technical knowledge." 


in fact, it ie expected that these new technicians who are being hired 


abroad will pase on their professional knowledge to some Angolan workers at 
the FACOBANG,

MINERAL PROSPECTING UNDER WAY IN WOLLEGA 
Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD in English 30 Apr 80 pp 1, 4 


[Text] Addis Ababa (EH)--Exploration work for minerals of various types 
is now underway in different areas covering about 40,000 square kilometres 
in the western part of Wollega region, it was revealed here yesterday. 


The information was released by Comrade Dr. Abebaw Endeshaw, Acting General 
Manager of the Ethiopian Institute of Geological Surveys (EIGS), within the 
Ministry of Mines, Energy and Water Resources. Comrade Dr Abebaw said the 
western part of Wollega is considered as one of the potential areas for 
mineral resources. The areas, where the explorations are going on are 
located around Ghimbi and on areas adjoining the two regions of Wollega 

and Illubabor. 


Comrade Dr Abebaw said the institute is conducting explorations for copper, 
nickel, cobalt and gold at Ketta. The EIGS is doing geochemical and geo- 
logical surveys for primary gold and at the same time it is engaged in a 
pllot plant for alluvial gold extraction in Degaro valley, near Ketta 

in Ghimbi province. The institute is also carrying on explorations for 
iron and lignite, near Nejo, also in Wollega. Exploration for gold is 
progressing at Gizen and Assossa. 


According to the acting general manager, the institute is also conducting 
exploration work on industrial minerals in central Ethiopia. These minerals 
include limestone, gypsum, sandstone, clays and sand for building and other 
purposes. The EIGS is carrying on studies for Bentonite in the Afar 
Depression and datomite in the lake district, especially in Zuwai and the 
Shalla lake areas in the Ethiopian Rift Valley. The results on the explora- 
tion for copper at Ketta is not much encouraging while pilot plant for the 
extraction of alluvial gold at Degero is said to be very encouraging. 


Prefeasibility Studies 


Speaking about its activities in the Wollega region, the acting general 
manager noted that geological mapping activities have been carried out 
for some four years now and the field woik is expected to be completed 
by the end of the current fiscal year or 1972 E.C. The methods employed 
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for the explorations for copper and associated minerals at Ketta involved 
detailed geochemical, geophysical and deep drilling surveys. There are 
possibilities for striking copper in eastern Hararghe, Eritrea, Tigral 
and the Sidamo regions. A general assessment for copper exploration is 
expected to be given at the end of 1973 E.C. 


As further revealed by the acting general manager, other mineral explora- 
tion activities devoted to geothermal resources, which serve as an alter- 
native source for energy is going on in the Rift Valley area. Scientists 
belleve that Ethiopia has huge geothermal resources in the Rift Valley, 
where exploration was launched some eight years ago. The first phase of 
the exploration had been completed with assistance from the UNDP. The 
second phase has entered an advanced stage including the prefeasibility 
studies, . 


Consultancy Servicee 


Comrade Dr Abebaw told THE ETHIOPIAN HERALD that deep drilling is expected 
to start in the near future in the lake district for geothermal resources. 
He said that the drilling could be very costly and added that it could be 
done through the assistance of the European Development Fund EDF, UNDP and 
the participation of the Ethiopian government itself. He said contract for 
the purchase of the rig has been already concluded and is hoped to arrive 
m the site at the end of October this year. 


On the basis of the programme nine deep wells, with depths ranging from 
1,000 to 1,500 metres are to be drilled in the lake district just for 
testing the geothermal resources potential. Another geothermal is found 
in the Tendaho area, where [Italian and Ethiopian experts are busy carrying 
m the field studies. The first phase of the study covering geological 
and geochemical work has been completed. The second phase is planned to 

he carried out later in the year. The field work on the second phase em- 
‘races geophysical surveys (such as gravi-metri, magneto-metri and geo- 
electrics), shallow well drilling, well assistance, complimentary geo- 
‘hemical studies and evaluation of results. 


Comrade Dr Abebaw pointed out that these studies will enable the institute 
identify potential geothermal areas and deep well drilling sites. He 
ide mention that the Ethiopian Institute of Geological Surveys handles such 
1ssignments as hydrogeological mapping and ground water studies. Most of 
' projects meant for hydrogeological mapping are located in the lake 
district of the Rift Valley system and the Upper Awash Valley. He added 
the EICS also provides consultancy services for a number of organizations 
ind industrial establishments in connection with the supply of water.

LOAN TO COOPERATIVES--Nekemte(ENA)--The Agro-Industrial Development Bank 
had extended a loan of 1,960,490 Birr to peasant producers’ and service 
cooperatives in Wollega administrative region in the last three years. In 
accordance with the agreement reached between the bank and the cooperatives, 
1,113,940 Birr has been turned in due time. According to Comrade Meshesha 
Debebe, manager of the Wollega regional branch of the Agro-Industrial Devel- 
opment Bank, 5,579,405 Birr was originally alloted for peasant cooperatives 
but only the above amount was availed of. According to the regional bank 
manager, coffee growing districts in particular were allowed to take con- 
siderable amount of credits but the number of cooperatives which asked for 
loans was quite below the expected figure. So far only 366,072 Birr has 
been asked for by 13 cooperatives and individuals, he said. [Text]

[Excerpts] The people in the area did not think that the small Nkhate 
River, in Chiet ‘akhwira's area about 20 miles east of Chikwawa bom, 
could be useful eyond providing water for washing. 


Now that they are harvesting their first blue bonnet rice crop from the 
Nkhate River Irrigation Scheme, they know that with proper imagination and 
effort, water resources could be used for various purposes beneficial to 
their lives. 


As the name denotes, the scheme is named after Nkhate River, a perennial 
water course flowing down from the Shire Highlands, which empties itself 
into the Shire River about 900 yards away. 


Some feat of irrigation engineering has been done on Nkhate River to divert 
and control the flow of water into the schemes' fields. 


Under Malawi/Chinese Agricultural Technical Cooperation, the scheme was 
launched in July 1978, on a 600-acre piece of arable land, earmarked to 
improve the economic standing of over 3,000 people in the area on a small 
holder farming scale. 


The scheme's chief crop is blue bonnet rice. But besides producing blue 
bonnet rice and vegetables, it is also designed to include cultivation of 
winter maize crops. 


there are eight Chinese agricultural experts headed by Mr K.F. Yang working 
at the scheme at present. They consist of four irrigation engineers, one 
mechanic and three agricultural technicians. 


lractors squealed, their engines revved and palls of dust rose sky-high 
when the Land was being prepared towards the end of 19/78 for eventual 
illocation to the schemes’ smallholder farmers. 


fhe place now boasts of a captivating blend of brown, yellow and green 
vistas of rice fields showing the crop at different stages of development 
according to the time it was planted in the 1979/80 crop season.

(Text) Samora Moises Machel, chairman of the FRELIMO Party and president of 
the People's Republic of Mozambique, yesterday announced a number of measures 
aimed basically at solving the City of Maputo's problems as part of the cur- 
rent political and organizational offensive. The measures concern develop- 
ment of the green belts, the dynamization, control, and implementation of 

the new supply system, the city's division into zones and communal neighior- 
hoods, and the establishment and strengthening of state structures. 


President Samora Machel announced the measures at a meeting held with offi- 
cials of the party and state structures at Maputo's provincial and municipal 
levels. Also present at the meeting were members of the Permanent Political 
Committee of the FRELIMO Party Central Committee and Jose Moiane, first sec- 
retary of the party and governor of Maputo Province.

the people's stores to merchants who apply for them.

[Excerpts] In an announcement today (Sunday, 20 April), released by the 
Ministry of Domestic Trade, we find some measure constituting the start of 
the process of transformation of the people's stores, 


This first notice relates only to a limited type of establishment and 
covers only the Province of Maputo although it has been learned that the 
process will be expanded throughout the entire country within a few days 
and will be extended to cover other branches of retail trade. 


ihe announcement just released is intended for all persons interested in 
ive purchase of beauty parlors, barber shops, boutiques, shoe stores, 
bakeries, and butcher shops belonging to the people's stores enterprises 
and all other establishments which, in these branches, were abandoned by 
their former owners and are presently either closed or operating. 


Thus, the Ministry of Domestic Trade, within 30 days, has pledged to satisfy 
the interested parties who may have sent in their applications. 


Aithough some establishments mentioned in this announcement do not belong 
to the people's stores--especially those which were abandoned by their for- 
mer owners and are now closed or those whose workers kept them going--the 
Ministry of Foreign Trade decided to include all of these units in the plan 
for the transformation of the people's stores. This decision is based on 
the fact that, in relation to this type of establishment, we fundamental ly 

te the same type of problems as those which led to the transformation of 
the people's stores, when they were converted into cooperative and private 
estab!ishments. 


Retail trade called for measures of a more urgent character, not only be- 
cause this is where the government has made a good part of its efforts to

\Text) The Incerfrance enterprise, with headquarters in Maputo, will 
expand its operations to other points in the country starting this year. 
The necessary steps have already been taken in this connection with a view 
to opening shops in Beira and Chimoio, the provincial capitals of Sofala 
and Manica, respectively, and Ressano Garcia, on the border with South 
Africa. 


The company's expansion plans include the opening of three stores in other 
cities where the situation would justify such a step. Among these cities, 
priority is being given to Tete.

\ishments of Interfranca, a new store will be opened to facilitate the 
separation of establishments for diplomats and the rest of the population. 


The Interfrance enterprise was created about @ year ago on the basis of a 
directive from the Ministry of Domestic Trade, in an effort to strengthen 
the economic capacity by obtaining foreign exchange existing in the country. 
it is also the job of these stores to enable cooperation agents to purchase 
articles which they are accustomed to get in their home country.

The progress made in that type of development does not meet the need to de- 
velop the economic program. But as FRELIMO defines it, the commnal village 
must constitute a completely new kind of life and new forms of production, 
with rural socialization being the objective. 


The problems still to be solved are these: who holds power and how to orga~ 
nize production so as to solve the people's problems and overcome underdevel- 
opment? 


Organization of Power 


There is no doubt as to who holds political power in the state. But its or- 


ganization in the communal villages was one of the main issues in the national 
meeting. 


Another problem identified during preparations for the meeting was the absence 
of power structures or their ineffectiveness or incorrect functioning in the 
population centers. That explains the difficulty in integrating them with 
the district and province. In this situation, there is no one on the local 
level to insure compliance with decisions reached at a higher level. 


Forty-five percent of the villages already have their people's assembly, the 
highest organ of state power. But they lack executive councils, which are 
the instrument for institutionalizing those assemblies. The communal village 
is & local unit, as was made clear in the meeting, and as such it must have 
the local organizations required by law. 


Other questions examined in detail during the discussions concerned the train- 
ing of cadres for the communal villages and a strengthening of the National 
Commission for Communal Villages. 


Beonomic Program 


The document “Economic-Financial Questions” gave prominence to factors re- 
lated to establishment of the economic and materials program in the communal 
villages. Living in a communal village--as was emphasized at the start of 
the debates--signifies in itself the choosing of collective life: life in a 
cooperative. 


Wheat is actually happening? In many villages there is no collective produc- 
tion or, when it does exist, it is symbolic and disorganized.

Hhullt im 1962 by a Dutch firm, the dredger "Rovuma" has a dredging (sludge) 
capacity of 1,500 cubic meters, and a cruising speed of 12 knots, in other 
words, 12 nautical miles per hour. That unit dredges with the use of a suc- 
tion launch-dredger reaching a depth of 22 meters. This dredging unit is 
crewed by a team of 30 individuals. 


From 4 August 1975 to 6 May 1980 


The dredger “Rovuma," which resumed its normal activity yesterday, was immo 
bilized for nearly 5 years, since 0900 hours on 4 August 1975, when it foun- 
dered at the docks of the then city of Lourenco Marques. That foundering was 
caused by a human error, when the engineer neglected to lock the bottom hatch- 
es. Because of this Lapse of memory, the water poured into the vessel in ea 
torrent and, in about 5 minutes, what had been considered a great feat of en- 
gineering was totally submerged. The then dredger “Goa” had sunk. Its crew, 
which had meanwhile noticed the calamity, witnessed from a distance the sink- 
ing of the monster, which was covered with water, showing only a few centi- 
meters of its masts. 


Ten days later, that is, on 14 August of the same year, the operations to 
bring the dredger afloat again began. 


iwenty days later, on 25 August, after a constant effort involving Mozambican 
specialists and divers ("frogmen") from abroad, the dredger "Goa" was complete- 
ly afloat again. 


After being scraped and painted, that dredger was taken to the Beira docks 
where, subsequently, and as part of the international cooperation, its re- 
construction was to begin, culminating in its reentry into service in Maputo 
Bay yesterday. It was difficult work, but also a test of the capacity of the 
Mozambican ship construction workers. Present at the experimental operations 
of the dredger “Rovuma" was the national director of the merchant marine, as 
well as the Netherlands charge d'affaires, in addition to other officials 
associated with the activity in the port of Maputo.

NUMEROUS ETHIOPLAN CASUALTIES REPORTED BY WSLF 
Mogadiehu WEEGAN in English 9 May 80 p 6 


[Text] More than 500 Ethiopian soldiers were killed and thousands wounded 
by the Western Somali Liberation Front (WSLF) in ambushes which took place 
in scattered towne and villages in Western Somalia. 


The Secretary General of the WSLF, Mr Abdullahi Mohamoud Hassan told Reuters 
that 65 enemy soldiers, including some officers were also captured during 
the encounters. He said that Large quantities of Soviet made weapons and 
personnel carriers were also seized.

[Text] The Government planning guideline for the Vaal Triangle aims at con- 
centrating urban development around the existing Vanderbijlpark-Vereeniging- 
Sasolburg industrial axie and preserving the Vaal Dam, Vaal Barrage and 

Vaal River banks as recreational and natural areas. 


Thie is the nub of the first of « series of crucial masterplans for the 
future development of South Africa's urban conglomerations (see Business 
Times, April 27). 


The plan, which has just been released, lays down land use for the future 
and becomes law once it has been adapted in the light of public reaction 
during the next 60 days and once the Minister of Planning, Mineral and 
Roergy Affairs, Mr F W deKlerk, has given it the stamp of approval. 


Guideplans on all the country's metropolitan areas are being prepared by 
the physical planning section of the office of the Prime Minister. 


The Vaal guideplan was favorably received on Friday at ite first public 
airing--a symposium organized by the SA Institution of Civil Engineers as 
part of ite “Decade Ahead” programe. 


The plan aims at the greater independence of the Vaal region through the 
diversification of industry and employment opportunities. 


it envisages a “fully-fledged city core” concentrated aainly around existing 
roade and railways between Vereeniging, Vanderbijlpark and Sasolburg. 


New residential and industrial areas will fill in space between the main 
existing centres. 


The Vaal Dam has been recognized as 4 major recreational area. Tourist 
development will be restricted to areas already developed--such as Deneysville, 
Oranjeville, Vaal Marina and Loch Vaal. 
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hullding will be forbidden within 50 metres of the waterline along most of 
the clver banke and dam edges. 


Provision has been made in the plan for new coal mines and for the “possi-~ 
ble” erection of a new thermal power station to replace the Klip and Vaal 
power etations which Becom ie to close down. 


The plan aleo provides for new freewaye=-the PWV 20 between Potchefstroom 
and the southern Transvaal, the PWV 22 connecting Parye with the south- 
eastern Tranevaal, the PWV 118 connecting the Vaal Triangle with the Wit- 
watersrand and northern Orange Free State, the PWV 13 from the Vaal Dam to 
the Moet Rand and the PWV 18 from the far Weet Rand to the far East Rand. 


The rallwaye will expand ite goods and passenger service to keep abreast 
of development in the Vaal region, where population is expected to double 
from 389,000 to 849,000 in the next 20 years. 


The exieting railway network will be integrated with the supply lines from 


the Bapsfontein marshalling yard, the Leevkop shunting yard and the goods 
shed at Vereeniging. 


the Vanderbijlpark airport is to be developed into a regional airport. 


The population of the Seboking black township is projected to outstrip that 


of all the white towns in the area, leaping from 140,000 to 494,000 in 
the next 20 years.

In the letter, the first tv deal with NP policy and principle, 
Dr Treurnicht also says that there must be no doubt about the 
fact that the NP is "his" party. "I stand by its principles 
and policy. And I see no benefit coming from splinter par- 
ties," he writes in the letter, of which 10,000 copies have 
been circulated in Waterberg. 


Concerning the immorality Law, Dr Treurnicht says that the 
prime minister, Mr P.W,. Botha, has not mentioned anything 
about abolishing it. 


"Our people do not need this law to survive, As a nation we 
desire to exist as a people apart." He then quotes Minister

Concerning the urban blacks, Dr Treurnicht writes that he does 
not believe that the black peoples of Southern Africa should

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"There will be no political power-sharing between whites and 
blacks, nor will there be any social integration, for example 
in residential areas or schools, 


"No white provincial council or parliament will ever repre- 
sent blacks politically; rather, they will have sessions in a 
couneil of states acting through the Governments of their own 
national states, 


"Momber nations of this council of states will be sovereigniy 
independent, and no one will be able to make laws for the 
other, On that Level black men will also be ai le to take 
part in discussions outside of the black states," writes Dr 
Treurnicht to his voters, 


In his commentary on Premier Botha's 12-point plan, Dr Treur- 
nicht says that the acceptance of “vertical differentiation" 
means that a distinction is being made between peoples and 
rroups. 


"We are furthering political development side by side with

[Text] A special campaign to set matters to rights in Soweto 
is under way. But will it suffice to put that community on a 
sound footing again? On this subject Brigadier Jan Visser, 
former departmental commissioner of the South African Police 
in Soweto and presently a consultant for PUTCO [expansion un- 
known | among others, takes his stand: 


That is a complicated question to try to answer, We South Af- 
ricans are people who talk a lot; what we say to each other 
often goes in one ear and out the other, and sometimes only 
part of it gets heard, which explains why there are frequent 
misunderstandings among us, 


Besides, we South Africans are fond of forming committees, 
Alas, one hears of daily requests for committees in the Lower 
llousez when a matter is referred to a committee, however, we 
all know what the results will be. An anonymous English come- 
dian has described a committee, and not wholly without truth, 
as follows: "A committee is a collection of the unfit, chosen 
from the unwilling by the incompetent to do the unnecessary," 


Although we talk so much, yet every day we hear the cry: The 
people must be fully informed; in other words, the "people" 
are asking for information, But there is a danger in giving 
too little or too much information as well, 


In our day and age, we dare no longer play tug-of-war with our 
priorities, If now we have to dispute about priorities, it is 
truly an evil age for South Africa, And if we already know 
what our priorities are, then why talk so much about them and 
form committees? Why not get busy, and once we have reached 
our goals, let's tell the whole world about it! 
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What is now so necessary in Soweto in order to place matters on 
a sound footing for the community there? And then why only for 
Soweto? Does it not hold true for the whole Republic? 


Many problems came to my attention during my period of service 
in Soweto, One of the greatest was the need both to create 

and to appreciate a feeling of mutual trust and good faith be- 
tween whites and people of other colors, Without an unshakable 
faith in each other's reciprocal good-will and honest inten- 
tions, we have no point of contact, And this faith and confi- 
dence can be created only as a result of actual hands-on eff- 


orts on both sides--not in one, two or three years, but imme- 
diately, 


Thus it was recently announced in Parliament that the law that 
regulates community councils will be adapted to give these 
councils complete autonomy as full-fledged local authorities, 
This was a really impressive move, and it certainly ought to 
wive credibility to the Government's intentions, Personally I 
strongly, indeed inflexibly, believe in the honesty and good 
will of the Government, but how can the masses of blacks under- 
‘tand what the Government really has in mind for them if they 
never see their expectations become reality? 


‘here are things that gnaw at the black man's soul, such as 

ne ownership of land, They have expressed it for me times 
without number: We are born of this land, and we shall be bur- 
ied here, Why may we not own a piece of this land such as you 
white men do? You give this right to foreigners from other 
lands who never become citizens of South Africa, and even to 
some who never come to live in this country, 


‘f you explain to them about the homelands, they reply: Yes, 
‘hat is true, but we do not want to become white men; we only 
want the piece of land on which each of us lives, as our own 
possession, We are bound to our ethnic group, and we shall 
vote if we must, but we know no homeland, for we, our parents 
ind our grandparents have all been born here and have grown up 


‘> - 


Many ask why they cannot obtain houses in desirable residen- 
tial neighborhoods, Why must they live in a Soweto that is al- 
ready overcrowded, despite immigration control? 


Many black families live right in with the whites, people whose 
children spend their days hanging around the streets there, for 
there is no room in Soweto, Their work is needed here for many 
easons; so why are people otherwise financially able to afford 


uxury housing in desirable residential areas denied the right 
its ownership? 
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It would stimulate the eoonomy, work toward a higher and more 
significant standard of living and lessen crime and other ac- 
companying evils, Can we honestly and candidly say that these 
expectations and desires are unjustifiable and continue to 
deny these rights to people who are part of this continent? 
Will our policy of separate development really be unsuccessf\.1 
if we make Living conditions more bearable for these people 
who live and work here now, and whose presence is necessary 
for sound growth, and if we awaken in them feelings of reci- 
procal faith and confidence? 


if the community council concept is carried through to its lo- 
gical outcome, I believe that the black man himself will feel 
the need to enforce immigration control, which is then no lon- 
rer laid at the door of the whites, 


exceptions 


Of course there are exceptions, and one fact that we must not 
fail to keep sight of is that the younger people, and especi- 
ally the urban teenagers, think independently and manifest 
feelings of adulthood and self-security that did not character- 
ize their parents' generation, 


The thought processes of these young people are rational and 
analytical, and for those of us who are not taking all of this 
in or who are paying no attention to the phenomenon, a bitter 
disillusion is in store! 


There are other sources of worry, too, The Law Against Mixed 
Marriages and Article 16 of the Immorality Law are bitter pills 
for the blacks and the coloreds, But I shall not expatiate 
here on these laws, 


Il believe that enough has been said about them, but the prime 
minister's announcement that he will look into these matters 
has unquestionably created an expectation in some people; now, 
however, it looks as if the issue has subsided somewhat and 
that the fulfillment of these expectations will be indefinite- 
ly postponed, 


Gap 


A great deal is being said about education and training and 
the performance of trained workmen in the increasing demand 
for skills in many industries, but the infrastructure shows a 
gap in satisfying this demand, Why has this condition come to 
exist? Has there been no budgeting and planning for the years 
ahead? Who is responsible for this situation? Must we not 
search our hearts on both sides of the color line and serious- 
ly consider what we find there? I say let's get down to work 
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on this business, not talk about it or refer it to committees, 
And if we do concern ourselves with these matters, shall we not 
perhaps be forced to lay emphasis more on our duties than on 
our rights? 


Why is there such a delay in providing necessities like hous- 

ing, electricity, roads, telephones, recreational facilities, 

ete? The black man says that if a war comes, there will be 

enough money for all, Where will this money come from all of ‘ 
a sudden? 


Where does the fault really lie? In our planning? [In our lack 
of means? Or simply in our inertia? Has our bureaucracy be- 
come so entangled that we are caught in a web? The prime min- 
ister is indeed busy with changes in the civil service, But 
will these changes bring about visible improvements? We hear- 
tily hope so, 





Solution 


But does the solution lie with the authorities alone? What 
about the private sector? And what about people of other col- 
ors in the private sector? Let us not point the finger at one 
another, but like Nehemiah of old let us sway: Let us make our 
naands strong for the good work, And in this "us" I include the 
whites as well as people of other colors, 


Yet the question has still not been answered, What then? We 
ore not doing enough, and we are not doing it swiftly enough, 
‘° prociaim a free-trade system within a constellation of 
states, Let me give you an example of how some black business- 
on see the free-trade system, It consists of a piece of paper 
‘\lled by the white men a license, which gives the white man 
the preference in conducting a business, even in the black resi- 
dential area, The shebeen owner says to me: But you are real- 
iy being quite unfair to me, As a white man you sell liquor at 
| profit, and this is your right. I buy liquor and sell it at 
» profit, and you arrest me and drag me before the court, The 
(ference is your piece of paper to buy and sell liquor, 











it is not all that simple, of course, but why this attitude on 
the part of many determined black tradesmen? Actually there is 
a black chamber of commerce, but what does the aspiring black 
entrepreneur do to rectify this course of events, with its con- 
sequences for his own less informed counterpart? Why is the 
black's lack of awareness blamed on the authorities? 


Delay 


The Riekert and Wiehan Commission published its reports already 
some time ago, and they are now being widely discussed, Why, 
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then, has there been such a delay in making whatever adapta- 
tions are allowable within the Commission's limits? 


As far as the constellation of states is concerned, there is 
an equal lack of clarity and understanding on both sides of 
the color line, 


Let us not mince words in expressing to one another our pre- 
cise intentions, the extent of our goals and the means whereby 
we wish to attain them, And let us get busy! A declaration 
of intent is simply a prospectus for action and means nothing

“By closing 
the university the authorities hope to break student solidarity. Azapo 
still repeats that the educational crisis in this country is but a tip of 
the iceberg, because the core of the problem is apartheid itself. An execu- 
tive member of the Soweto Committee of Ten, Mr Tom Manthata, said: “The 
recent activities at Fort Hare have a clear-cut national content. This is

BOPHUTHATSWANA REASSURANCE TO FARMERS--The BophuthaTswana government has 
announced a new deal for white farmers in the consolidation of the newly- 
independent state. The president, Chief Lucas Mangope, said at the week- 
end that his government would diaw up a new formula for the incorporation 
of white farmlands into Bophutt aTswana, which would be submitted to the 
South African Government for consideration. He said that, “in sharpest 
contra-distinction to South African practice," his government could not 
condone the notion of forcing every farmer affected by consolidation to sell 
his land. The new formula involves paying out farmers 30% of the farm's 
official valuation before incorporation. Another 80% of it would be 
guaranteed if the farmer sold out within five years. Farmers could remain 
South African citizens, while qualifying for all financial and technical 
aid offered by BophuthaTswana. Other incentives would be the absence of 
general sales tax and BophuthaTswana's lower income tax rates.

Expand Lottery Call by Sheilds 


A White MP, Mr Paddy Shields (RF, Bulawayo Central), urged Zimbabwe's new 
Government to expand .nd "“internationalise” its State Lottery so proceeds 
could be channelled into the country's health and education systems, 


During renewed debate on the President's speech Mr Shields said the country 
he came from, Ireland, had created one of the best hospital systems in 
Europe through a thriving State Lottery. 


By giving Zimbabwe's lottery increased publicity in other countries he 
believed the same could be done here. 


"A very good objective would be health and education, or health alone," 
he said. "I know this is an unusual idea, but we are in an unusual position 
and therefore require unusual solutions." 


The Rich Have To Help the Poor 


The rich had to help the poor with their tax contributions to raise them 
"from the abyss of poverty,” the Minister of Finance, Senator Enos Nkala, 
told the House on the second reading of the Finance Bill. 


Senator Nkala was loudly applauded by some senators, and he went on to 
aseure Mr John Landau (Avondale), the Rhodesian Front Chief Whip, that it 
was not his intention to impoverish anyone--or to push direct taxation to 
the point of diminishing returns. 


The Bill gives effect to the April "“mini-budget," reducing sales tax and 
restoring the income tax surcharge to 10 percent. 


The Minister said it was wrong to try to make the man who had nothing in 
his pocket contribute more to the nation's finances, 


For example, an indirect tax on a necessity such as sugar fell far more 
heavily on the man earning $30 a month than the ono earning $ 1000. 


The object in taxation policy would be to ask the rich to contribute to the 
Government's schemes for getting the poor to help themselves. 














But the poor would also have to contribute to the cost of these plans, hence 
he had not been able to abolish sales tax, just to reduce it from 15 to 10 
percent and increase the list of exempt items, 


He eaid the rich should not expect to see a large reduction in the income 
tax surcharge--now 10 percent--in the forthcoming budget, but there might be 
news for all of a further increased list of essential food items exempt from 
eales tax, 


Plane to establish free education and free medical services would require a 
contribution from both rich and poor, 


Senator Nkala likened the position of the wealthy taxpayers in Zimbabwe to 
a milk cow which must be encouraged both to procreate and to increase its 
milk yield, The Government did not plan to dry up the milk flow, 


Mr Landau, the Rhodesian Front's leading backbench spokesman on finance, 


quoted che dictum; "You will never make poor people rich by making rich 
people poor." 


Asked how much revenue would be lost by the reduction in sales tax, Mr 
Nkala later said an estimated $65 million.

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SECRECY CLOUDS PAYMENT OF ASSEMBLY POINT GUERRILLAS

(Text} About 30 000 guerrillas in the remaining assembly points around 
the country are being paid more than $300 each in an exercise involving 
millions of dollars. 


The operation started with the call-up last week of the Army Pay Corps. 
The official reason given for the call-up was that the Pay Corps was best 
qualified to register all the men in the assembly points in terms of mili- 
tary planning. 


A spokesman said Pay Corps groups would go, unit by unit, to register all 
the men in the assembly areas. Of the original 18 Commonwealth Monitoring 
Force assembly points, 13 are occupied. 


Over the past months people have still been filtering into some of the assen- 
bly areas and there are unconfirmed reports that the 25 000 guerrillas in 
the areas up until about six weeks ago have been swelled by several thou- 
sand more. 


The Army would disclose only the barest details on the Pay Corps’ call-up 
and on what was happening in the assembly points. 


Officials at the Department of Information also said they had nothing to 
lisclose. 


At the end of last week the Pay Corps men began to move into the bush. 
There was still no official word yesterday if the pay-out had been conm- 
pleted. 


Last month, the former Governor, Lord Soames, authorised $35 million in 
a supplementary vote. 


A total of $10 million of the vote was earmarked for “associated forces." 
it is understood most guerrillas, who still carry their personal weapons, 


nave been paid for three months on the basis of the $100 or so a month paid 
to a black private in the regular forces. 
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There is no intention at present to close the remaining assembly pointe. 


The reason for the secrecy over the pay-out has not yet emerged but there 
is a distinct possibility the military chiefs and the politicians did not 
see eye to eye on the exercise. 


The military men probably have justifiable fears on the effects of the pay- 
out at the assembly points. Equally, the politicians have to consider the 
feelings of the guerillas, who have their own "crisis of expectations" 
after months of being cooped up in bush camps.

OPENING OF BLACK MAJORITY PARLIAMENT DESCRIBED

[Text] Thousands of Zimbabweans chanted yesterday as a 2l1-gun salute and 
six Hawker Hunter jets flying in diamond formation greeted the birth of 
the first Parliament of Zimbabwe. 


Tradition was broken as President Banana arrived for the opening ceremony 
without the customary top hat, tailcoat and grey striped trousers worn by 
his predecessors. 


Instead, the President wore a striped black three-piece suit. 


Both the Speaker, Mr Dydimus Mutasa, and the President of the Senate, 

Mr Nollan Makombe, dispensed with the usual straight trousers and spike- 
pointed shoes, part of the attire worn by previous presiding officers. 
They wore long black robes with gold embroidery, over ordinary lounge 
suits and wigs. 


The ZANLA commander, Mr Rex Nhongo, joined the presidential procession in 
full battle fatigues, including an open-necked camouflage shirt. His ZIPRA 
counterpart, Mr Lookout Masuku, wore a fading general's suit. 


in a chamber accustomed to references to "the Honourable Member" there was 
the quick introduction and acceptance of "Comrade" as a substitute for some 
luring the short sitting earlier to elect a Speaker. 


The President's wife wore a yellow Afro-dress tinged with red and black 
embroidery and a matching headdress. In the Strangers’ Gallery above. 
che Prime Minister's wife, Sally, held a brightly-coloured shawl as she 
watched the proceedings. 


The President's procession created a dignified impression as it strode 
into the chamber with Commanders Nhongo and Masuku leading. No music 
was played in place of a national anthem, yet to be composed, before 
President Banana addressed the hushed House. 
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But the BSA Police band played appropriate music before the opening 
ceremony. 


The ceremony, attended by Commonwealth high commissioners and foreign 
envoys marked the end of 55 years of parliamentary history, which began 
in 1924, 


Crowds opposite Parliament Buildings, sang and chanted ZANU(PF) and PF 
songs and slogans long before the ceremony started. 


Colourfully dressed women, some wearing orange PF T-shirts and others in 
ZANU(PF) traditional dress, were in the crowd, estimated in the crowd, 
estimated by police at 7 000.

Scores of workers in surrounding offices left their desks to watch. 


Cheers greeted the leaders of various political parties, Ministers, MPs 
and Senators as they arrived to take their seats in the House of Assembly 
soon after 11.20 a.m. 


The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, arrived at 11.32 in a white Mercedes, es- 
corted by five security cars.

President Banana, in a Rolls-Royce, arrived soon after 11.40 to the accom- 
paniment of a 2l-gun salute, as the Air Force jets roared overhead in a 
diamond formation. The crow! whistled and ululated in excitement. 


The President's car was escorted by a four-column multiracial cavalry unit 
of the BSA Police.
